The Civil List Embroglio. 

Tho Civil List Bill cow bofcro tho 
Legislalive Coanci] bos givoo riso to 
no liltlo diaoaHsion, both within aud 
•without Bodlam, To tho dealers in 
olaptrap odo pinchbccic-patriotfsiu it has, 
iodood, proved a weloomo measure, 
and the aenior noember for Victoria hit 
the oail on the head when he said thut 
the greatest nnkindne4B the Govern- 
ment could infliot upon thorn would be 
to withdraw the bill. Ooe cau eaaily 
.tin'derstand the pppoaifioRdfered by tho 
leader of Ibe .Trlamyirato. He has 
boldly annouDoed 09ufederatiOQ to mean 
a clean sweep of offioiaidom, root and 
braoobi and be oonteiitia that the solo 
and absolute patcboage of each depart- 
ment Bbonld be vested in its head— that 
to! each minister should bo coafligaod 
tlio sovereign power of employing or dls- 
miesing sabordinateB, so that all under 
him might bo mere creatures of his will, 
hoidiug office and onJolumont by the 
brittle tenure of the caprice of a single 
minister. Such ii doctrine would 
doubtlcs bo coDBouact to the ganiiia and 
aepirfttionB of him who onunoiatod it ; 
but wo venture to think that most 
ministora of refined feeling and honosf^ 
of intention would prefer that tho rol • - 
tionship sabsisting between thomsehes 
and their Bubordinntoa ehould be of a 
different character. Boaides, it must 
strike the most snperaciQl mind that, 
under Koaponsiblo Qovornment^ with 
the ministers going out and in with 
every change, the undeslrableness of in. 
.dividual ministerial sovereignty becomes 
still more objectionable. In tho hands 
, of ,6pia(e| men it mighti indeed, be prac< 
tioWiy liarmiesa j biit iU 'the hands of 
others it miglit,and doabtless wonld^ be 
abused,— made*tbe iuBtrameut ot gross 
injaBtioe'^to iiidiiridtials and oX tbe'.great 
; ; inWnvenience and jiidaitlTe' 'injaVy to 
, the . publlo service. The opposition to 
the Bill by the dIsJngoishod political 
acrobat, who has long since resigned the 
Jeadorthip to abler bands, is somewhat 
less coneiatent. Trno, hia war-ory is 
" To the victors belong the spoils/' and 
upon that principle he woold doubtleas 
wish that eayh miuialer ahonld posaosa 
sovereign control of whatever "spoils" 
might lie within the range of bis de- 
partment. But, then, ho has repeated- 
ly admitted that tho prosoiit Civil List 
is not too large, either in point of num- 
bers or emolument. Nuy, moro, he has 
•■' intimated that both will need to bo in- 
creased under llespousiblo Goverumont. 
He has also admitted— although in tho 
first place ho denied— that it will be 
quite compolent tor the first Legis- 
tnre, at its very first session, to amend 
or repeal the Civil liist Bill. J^ay, be 
has done more. He has admitted that 
he saw little to obji Ot to iuthe Bill; but 
announced his intention of votinu against 
it forclaplfap — because opposition to 
it woold be popnlnr outside I Tho ad- 
mission bus more of frankness than of 
dignity about it. ItdbcafB to ns to ask 
why, if tho Civil List is liot too large, 
and if the Bill does not place it beyond 
the reach of the people's representatives, 
t should bo denounced r.5 as nppaling 
and nnpniccderitcfi oiitniK^- ^^^o cnii- 
clusion is irrosistablo Opposition i.o i| 
is mere claptrap— it is popular with iho 
people. Well, wo do not, grudgo the 
member for Viciori.i Diuirict such po- 
pularity, is wclcojno to all ho can 
make ot il. For ourtelvert.wo have f-oen 
no reftpori to clnuigo tlio '.'iows formed 
respecting the Bill upon its Qrdt appear- 
ance. Without agreeing <w.ilb- the moui- 
bor for Lillooet as to tho powers wiib 
which minisKTs should bo invested, und 
without thinking vvitn tho member fur 
Victoria Diptrict that there id no room 
for rolroiiolitnoiii ill tlio pre^o.|.t Civil 
List, wo liiivc no hesitation in wayiug 
that the Bill, if not unprecodentod, is 
iujndicio'iH. Under a full knowledge of 
the tact that it will bo quiio competent 
for tho next Lig^iluturo to amend or re- 
peal tho Bill, wo beliove that, it will bo 
productive of harm. Lui, ut the samo 
time, wo must admit that whatever in- 
jnry may result from it is likely to full 
less upon tho public timn upon tliono 
whom it profcBses to piotoci. Wo iniiBt 
regrot the measure chiefly oh placing in 
tho handH ot Pell'-seeking political r 
magogues a cry but luo well ciilculotod 
to divide and miiilcad public opinion at 
tho vurj' 'iinroent when it i^ of tbo 
greaicst importance that public o|jinioa 
fihoDid be aoitedj, and . ehould , bo 
guided in one patridtio 'ibd practical 
obannel,
